report from Dairy- 
man indicated that USDA projecting 
1991 average milk price approximately

industry experts projections are even 
more conservative than this. With milk 
income projected lower this year, 
breeders purebred, registered Guern- 
seys have the opportunity make for 
the lost income selling superior breed- 
ing stock. Top quality cattle historically 
command top prices regardless the 
dairy economy. 

Guernsey breeders are seeing inter- 
est from foreign countries which has not 
been present before. For example, three 
cows currently are being flushed pro- 
duce embryos for export England. Six 
breeders are working with Brazilian buyers 
fill export order for heifers and 
cows. marketing representative from 
Australia recently spent two days the 
AGA office reviewing pedigree informa- 
tion anticipation importing em- 
bryos and semen his country. rep- 
resentative from Ecuador has contacted 
the AGA find out what frozen embryos 
might available for export his coun- 
try. While the export market may lim- 
ited this time, additional 
source revenue for Guernsey breeders 
that was not previously available. Fur- 
thermore, some successful, first exports 
could lead steady, growing market.

export. These requirements are: 

Registered cattle. 

Documented performance, includ- 
ing Uniform Type Traits Appraisal. 

Top genetics; from sires, dams and 
service sires. 

Here the United States the dairy 
market will also find Guernseys profit- 
able alternative protein becomes even 
more important the pricing structure, 
and narrowing profit margins place 
more emphasis efficiency. 

The programs and employees the 
American Guernsey Association are geared 
towards helping you maximize your in- 
vestment registered Guernseys. The 
registration program the first and 
most important step this process. 
Registered cattle consistently sell for 
more than grade cattle. Furthermore, 
cattle must registered before they can 
participate and benefit from other 
AGA programs. Breeders should also 
know that since the adoption the 
Animal Model genetic evaluations, regis- 
tered animals are compared regis- 
tered animals and grade animals are 
compared grade animals.

Virtually Guernseys are sold 
for top dollar unless the type informa- 
tion the cow family documented 
the appraisal program. Furthermore, 
the TPE program incorporates DHIR 
testing which brings publicity cows 
and herds with top records being pub- 
lished the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal 
and participating herds being eligible for 
national recognition awards. 

The Guernsey Breeders’ Journalis 
excellent forum let other breeders 
know about outstanding cows and breed- 
ing programs. interesting note, 
that foreign buyers are consistently buying 
from breeders who have promoted their 
herds and top individuals regularly 
the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal. 

The final step recouping the in- 
vestment registered Guernseys 
through marketing them; whether through 
private treaty sales, consignment sales 
export sales.

Sires, maternal grandsires and serv- 
ice sires (if bred), are plus for Predicted 
Transmitting Ability (PTA) pounds milk, 
butterfat protein (if proven), plus 
for Pedigree Index (Pi) Parent Average 
(PA) for pounds milk, butterfat 
protein, not proven. 

Whose dams have plus for milk, 
butterfat protein and plus yield devia- 
tion (YD) for milk, butterfat protein. 

the animal being cataloged has 
prodution performance itself, should 
plus for PTA, and Predicted Pro- 
ducing Ability (PPA) for milk, butterfat 
protein. 

Furthermore, the board urges all local, 
state and national consignment sales 
use official three generation pedigrees 
their sale catalogs.
